The fuel admin­ 
istrator, S. L. Trabue, 
is optimistic 
and says he 'believes 
Rush county 
will begin to see 
the effects of the 
shutdown the last 
of 
this week or 
the first of next.

Not all of the factories will open 
here 
tomorrow, 
because 
three of 
them are without sufficient 
fuel to 
operate. 
The domestic 
fuel situation was 
not improved today, 
and 
although 
the 
weather 
moderated 
slightly, 
cold weather is predicted for tonight 
and tomorrow. Only one car of coal 
reached here today 
and was 
soon 
sold. 
All places of amusement, includ­ 
ing theaters, pool rooms and bowling 
alleys were closed here today in lieu
